With more than 134,000,000 gold re- 
ceived or on its way since this move- 
ment began, with ample bank reserves 
and the treasury reserves, and a re- 
demption of notes in all ways nearly a 
third smaller than In February to date; 
with no stringency In the money mar- 
ket and st.Miing txchange weak; with 
the volume of business at clearing 
houses outside New York larger than 
in 1892 by G.9 per cent this month, and 
with failures nearly 30 per cent smaller 
than last year and .")2 per cent smaller 
than in the same month cf 1!)!)2. there 
is not much visible ground for panic, 
even if earnest efforts should fail to 
keep peace with honor. 

Warlike reports come every day and 
stock operators make the nioet of them, 
and yet the average of prices of rail- 
road stocks is $53.08, against $53.20 >wo 
weeks ago. 

Nor have industrial operations been 
perceptibly affected, except where ex- 
traordinary buying for some weeks past 
has made necessaiV a pause for breath, 
so to speak, or where unnatural prices 
had caused a halt before the destruc- 
tion of the Maine. 

Some decrease In new engagements 
would be espected with war apparently 
near, but as yet scarcely any indication 
of decrease for that reason is seen. It 
is diflicult to take dismal views when 
the nation is surpassing all records in 
marketing products. 

Failures for the week have been 251 
In the Un ed States, against 291 last 
year, and 21 in Canada, against 50 last 
ysar.

SOME POINTS ON SMALLPOX. 

We wish to direct the attention of our 
local authorities to the circular recently 
i-'sited by the State Board of Health, since 
the conclusions reached are thoroughly 
practical and in perfect harmony with 
th.' jirincipli'S of sanitation recognized 
and practised in this community for many 
yem. It le said of a famous Captain that 
always after a battle, he rode thought, 
fully over the field and studied tlie le.s- 
son of the day. This is precisely what 
the State HoaM of Health has just done. 
Tliey have gone carefully over the fiercely 
contested field of Middlesborongh mow- 
in qaiet possession of the Federal forces) 
and the result of their observations is 
laid before the pul)lic in a remarkably 
clear and comprehensive statement is- 
sued on the 25th of March. The lesson 
is exceediny;ly impressive and the prac- 
tical euggeatioua founded upon it are ex- 
ceedingly importMit The statement it* 
^elf is clear, tempentte, sensible ami in 
perfect taste. It is a sort of recapitula- 
t r/ bul et n d're t from the field of bat- 
tle, and will render the ol 1 "stamping 
ground" at Middlesborough memorable 
in the sanitary annals of the State. 

The poiuti to which we desire to di- 
rect special attention are these: (1) The 
indespensable preventive measure is 
Ihorough and )ty»leuialic vaccinnation. The 
board recommends that vaccinnation be 
made compulsory— "beginning with the 
colored race, but reaching everybody." 
This ia perfectly right. There ia no room 
for racial distinctions or idle questions of 
precedence on matters of this sort. (2) 
The uselessness, the expensiveness and 
positive disadvantage of the so-i-alled 
"measures of quarantine." To secure the 
least degree of effectiveness would re- 
quire a large sanitary force, and, under 
the most carefully arranged conditions, 
the only ellect is to shut off regular traflic 
and allow the smallpox infection to filter 
through. Why quarantine the railways 
against the infected vagrant or tramp'.' 
Although a creature of migratory in- 
stincts, he seldom travels flnt-class,— usu- 
ally preferring a free swing on the turn- 
pike roads to the beat accomodations in 
a Pullman car. Could he be efiectively 
reached by posting a sanitary officer at a 
railway station.' Of course not. The 
best that could be done (and thia would 
certainly be a stroke of economy) would 
be to require our tollgate guards to arrest 
and detain all infected

of the report of the Court of Inquiry 
which inveatigated the wrecking of the 
battleship Maine ia made - op of eight 
parts, as follows ; 

1. The court linds that at the time of 
the explosion the battleship Maine was 
in five and one half to fix fathoms of 
waters. 

2. The discipline aboard the ship was 
excellent; everything stowed according 
to orders— emmanition, guns, stores, Ac. 
Tbe temperature of the magazines at s 
p. m. was normal, except in the after 
ten-inch magasine, and that did not ex- 
plode. 

3. The explosion occurred at 9:40 o'clock 

on the evening of February l.'i. Tliere 
were two explosions, with a very short 
interval between them; the ship liftec 
on the first explosion. 

4. The court can form no definite opir.i 
ion of the condition of the wreck from 
divers' evidence. 

5. Technical details of wreckage from 
which court dedilbea that a mine was ex> 
ploded under the ship on the port side, 

H. The explosion was due to no fault of 
tho.se on l)oard. 

7. Opinion of the court stating that tbe 
explosion of the mine caused the explo- 
sion of two nia;,':i;cineM. 

s. The court declares that it cannot find 
evidence to fix responsibility. 

The repdrt is signed by all tbe mem' 
bers of tbe court.

to 2c. Tbe otIeriDKs were heavy on Wednesday 
only, fair on Tbuntday and very lighten Tueaday 
and Friday. Recelpu are lighter than tbe aalea, 
and hence there ia a gradual reduction of stocks. 
Only little tobacco remoina in tho bsndsof fsna 
era, and tho holdlaga of country dealen oro, of 
eonrse, much lighter than la ordinary yssfs, ao 
that tho prospoots ate for only a moderate inpply 
on tho brooks. Old atock la oflhred in limited 
(luantlUes, and hu alio advanced in price, sell 
log considerably higherthan it did a month ago. 
There ia not a great quantity of these goods left 
unsold, but sufficient to keep the breaks fairly 
supplied up to tbe time when the uew will be 
marketed in keeplogorder. and there seems to tit 
n dis|io~itioii on tbe pHrtof liolders to c los,e tliciii 
oui liy tliat time. We feel assured that this old 
Murk will find a very favoraMo laarkot between 

now and May. 

From all rejiorts preparations for Ihe new crop 
are very extensive, and there will probablv be no 
scarcity of plauts this spring. If the sea.sons ere 
at all favorable, this year's crop ought to eiiual- 
ize lut year's shortafte.
